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As an initial matter, Applicants request that the attorney docket number in this case be 
changed from "04995. 0032-0" to --56273/(71758)--. The Examiner is thanked in advance for 
attention to this detail. 



In the Action at pg. 2, paragraph 7, the position was taken that: 

The drawings contain sequences that lack the requisite identification by SEQ ID 
NO. Specifically, Figure 6 contains 4 sequences but it is unclear which SEQ ID 
NO identifies which sequence. All sequences must be identified by a SEQ ID 
NO. See37C.F.R. 1.821 (d) 

Applicants respectfully disagree that Figure 6 is not in compliance with 37 C.F.R. 1.821 
(d). For instance, reference is made to the sequences shown in Figure 6 by appropriate sequence 
identifiers ie., SEQ ID Nos. 41-42 (light chain) and SEQ ID Nos. 42-43 (heavy chain). 
Respectfully, there is no basis for the Office position in the rules. 



Specifically, SEQ ID Nos 41 and 42 clearly reference the light chain sequence shown in 
Figure 6. One reading the application could turn to the sequence listing and see that SEQ ID 
Nos. 41-42 refer to the light chain nucleic and amino acid sequences respectfully,of Shigella 
dysenteriae. Similarly, SEQ ID Nos. 43-44 clearly reference the heavy chain sequence. One 
would know from referring to the sequence listing that the identifiers refer to the heavy chain 
nucleic and amino acid sequences respectfully, of the same organism. 

To make reference to the featured sequences even clearer, Applicants submit herewith a 
substitute Figure 6 along with a marked up copy to show the changes made. As seen in the new 
Figure 6, the light chain is unambiguously referenced by SEQ ID Nos. 41-42 and the heavy chain 
is referenced by SEQ ID Nos. 43-44. 

No new matter has been added by virtue of the new Figure 6. The new Figure 6 is in full 
compliance with the sequence listing rules. 
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Although it is not believed that any additional fee is required to consider this submission, 
the Commissioner is hereby authorized to charge our deposit account no. 04-1105 should any fee 
be deemed necessary.
